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O0 N the 2 iſt of November, 1794, a meeting was held at Eppitig 
Place Inn, to take into conſideration a propoſal made by J. Conyers, 
* Copped-Hall, for the beiter Relief aud Employment of 
oor. SS „ 

Mr. Conyers, who was unanimouſly requeſted to take the Chair, 
opened the buſineſs in an addreſs to th meeting, ſettipg forth the 
N inconveniences ſuſtained, as well by the poor. tt emſelves, as 
by the public at large, from the great decline of induſſry among the 
lower claſſes of the community; and the conſequent neęceſſity of 
adopting ſome plan for their relief and employment, which might 
be advantageous to all parties, He aſſured the meeting, that, anxious 
as he was that the poor ſhould be better maintained, and their com- 
fort promoted, by having their attention engaged in ſome active 
employment, he did not preſume to recommend a merely ſpecula- 
tive plan of his own, but one which had been tried with ſucceſs in 
different parts of the kingdom. It originated in the ſouthern ail. 
trict of the parts of Lindley, in the county of Lincoln, under the 
patronage of the Rev. Mr. Bouyer; and by the zeal aud activity 
of the Rèv. Mr. Foſter, was introduced into Rutland . In he 
latter county he had attended the proceſs of it, from the time of 
its. firſt inſtitution, in the year 1785, and upon the experience of 
ten years, could venture to pronounce that it would be well to 
adopt a ſimilar plan in Eſſex. The plan which he alluded to, and 
which he ſhould have the honor to lay before the meeting, was 
founded on one of the wiſeſt and moſt humane laws which this country 
has to boaſt of; and which was paſled in the 43d-year of Queen 
Elizabeth's reign, for the maintenance and employment of the 
oor. The object of this act was not merely to relieve the indigent, 
ut to prevent indigence itſelf, It was calculated not only to guard 

_ againſt poverty and diſtreſs, but againſt vice and immorality alſo. 
It regarded the mental as well as the corporal welfare of thoſe 
® Inftitutions of a ſimilar nature have been attended with rable 
advantages at Shrewſbury and at Glaſgow. At the great Town of Hams 
burgh, in Germany, the experiment has been equally ſucceſsful, The 
aggregate of the expetice for a year, where the inhabitantt are eſtimated 
at 110,000, and where no beggar is ſeen, but the poor are'aRually re- 
| lieved, and their children carefully inſtructed, does: not ezeeed 34,0000; 
whilſt the ſum annually, raiſed in Norwich, which contains perhaps leſs 
than 40,000 inhabitants, is e Tze inferenge is obvious: Ig 


whom it profeſſed to protect. He could not avoid obſerving the 
ſuperiority of the act juſt mentioned over ſome of the acts which 
have been ſince paſſed for the regulation of the poor; acts, which 
permitted pariſhes to farm their poor to governors of work-houſes, 
(whoſe intereſt it is to make as great a profit- of them as pcſlible) 
and to affix badges to the clothes of paupers. Theſe regulations 
had indeed made--it--painfulytoindigent-perſons-of any ſenſibility, 
to apply for that relief, which the infirmities and calamities incident 
to human nature rendered neceffary for them; but neither had re- 
duced, or, were likely to reduce the number. of the poor, or to 
cortect the profligacy of theit manners. In this opinion he was 
ounteriari by no leſs an authority than that of the late Sir, W. 
lackſtone, Wud in alluſion to this a& had obſerved, ++ That in 
« the reign of Queen Elizabeth, a plan was formed more humane 
4e and beneficial" than even feeding and clothing of millions, by 
*<* affording , them the means (with proper induſtry) to feed and 
„ clothe themſelves, Ang, the 2 any ſubſequent plans for 
„ maintaining the oor have departed from this inſtitution, the 
% mote impratticavle, and even pernicious, their viſionary attempts 
„ have proved.” Such being the excellence of the 43d of Queen, 
Elizaberh, wWe ſhould do well to revert to the wiſe regalations of 
gur anceſtors, and to have recourſe to the meaſures (founded on the 
bafis of that act) which have recently proved ſo ſucceſsfol in Lin- 
cColnſhite aud Rutland. He was not inelined to ſuppoſe that thote 
counties werk more zealous in the cauſe bf humanity than the county 
of Effex ; and he ſhbüld "think it impertinent to offer any argu- 
ments to induce the meeting, to engage in what he traſted they were 


haturally inclined to, If any atguments'were neckſſary, he con- 
ceived they would come with more dignity and perſuaſion from 
aner thoſe gentlemen whom he ſaw around him, than from 
imfelf. He meant the reſident eletgy in that neighbourhbcd, 
Whoſe attendance on this occafion he had particularly Bicited, be- 
. Eauſe he conſidered, that no perſons could be more ſenſible than they 
were, of the evils attendant upon idleneſs. He doubted not, chat 
fecommendations to fo uſeſul an inſtitution, would not be confined 
. to the clergy of the eſtabliſhed church; but that every propagator 
. of the chriltian teligton, under any form of worſhip whatever: 
would heartily concut in promoting a plan ſo conſiſtent with the 
Principles of chriſtianity. He fattered himſelf, that ſuch perſons 
as poſfeſſet'eaſe and affluence, would evince to the public, that 
in this happy ESuntty, -ſuch"bleflings are not conſidered as beſtowed 
merely for the purpoſes of ſelf gratification, but that the poſſeſſors 
may employ them for the good of the communit x. 
Ke had taken the liberty as thus much in introduction of 
the plan, Which he ſhould that day fubmit to the meeting. He 
ged leave only to add, that in recommending it, he did not 
h to raiſe the expectation too high in regard to its immediate 
feduftion of the poor's rates; by eritotraging à ſpirit of induſtry 
among che lower of the community, it was but ä 
| : | uppo 


ſuppoſe that the rates would be reduced, and the operation of the 
plan to that effect in the counties of Lincoln and Rutland, War- 
ranted the ſuppoſition; but to, What degree they. might be reduced, 
he could not pretend to. fay, - If, however, nothing more were to 
be obtained by ſuch an inſtitution, than the training to virtue, 
thoſe who are now given up to vice, ſurel this advantage, would 
repay the trifling expence. and trouble which it might occaſion. 
Mr. Conyers concluded. his addreſs, with recommending to the 
Hundreds of Ongar and Harlow, and the Half Hundred of Wal- 
tham, the adoption of a plan for the N the. poor, 
ſimilar to that which had met with ſo much ſhccels in the counties 
of  Lazcoln dd II 
The reſolutions which were paſſed at the general meeting of the 
county of Rutland, in the month of Nov, 1785, at the firſt eſtabliſh- 
ment of the Society of Induſtry in that county, were then read by 
the Chairman, and it was agreed that thoſe / Mould be 
conſidered as the ground- work of an eſtabliſhment of the ſame king, 
for the Hundreds of Ongar and Harlow, and the Half H 4 Coop f 
Waltham. It was further agreed that theſe reſolutions ſhoyld be 
Printed, and ſent to the Miniſſers, Church-wardens, and Overſeers 
of each pariſh, within the ſaid Hundreds; and that they, be re- 
queſted to take the ſenſe of their reſpeRive pariſhes on the propriety 
of eſtabliſhing a Society of Iaduſt 7. 
The meeting was then adjourned to the 12th. of December, at

of Induſtry ; that John Conyers, Eſq; be appointed Chairman, 
and the Rev. T. A. Abdy, Treaſurer of the Society. Many 
pariſhes having deſired further time to conſider of the plan, a copy of 
the proceedings of this meeting was ordered to be ſent to each of them. 
The meeting was further adjourned to the gth of January 1795, 
when two other pariſhes joined the aſſociation. A committee, with 
general powers, was appointed to conduct the buſineſs, ſeven of 
whom were to conſtitute a quorum.

Ir 
appeared, that, when the work was finiſhed, a deduction in every 
pou of wool was made from the price, to be paid to the ſpinner, 

y the perſons who ſupplied the raw materials, and that the poor 
were compelled to take the remainder in ſhop-goods, inſtead of mo- 
ney. In order to relieve them of this hardſhip, the committee in- 
tended to appoint perſons to give out the raw materials, and to pay 
the value of all work in money. So many difficulties however have 


occurred, that they have not yet been able to carry this good inten-

neceſſary to be generally known, in order to further the views of the 
inſtitution.“ As a check to wilful idleneſs, they requeſted the pariſh 

cers to give notice in their reſpeCtive pariſhes, that application 
would be made to the magiſtrates not to order relief to any poor fa- 
mily {merely on account of the number of children in ſuch family) 
unleſs it ſhould appear that every child above the age of fix years 
could either ſpin or knit, or was actually employed in one of the 


Schools of Induſtry in learning to ſpin or knit. And in order to 


preſerve uniformity and regularity in the accounts to be kept at the 
different ſchools, books + were provided and ſent to the reſpective 
pariſhes, containing tables for entering the names and ages of the 
ſcholars, with remarks on their attendance or abſence, on the quan- 
tity of work done by them, and on their general behaviour. |

At this meeting, the names of fifty two children were given in as 

candidates for the premiums offered to the beſt ſpinners and knitters 3 

and twenty- one parents were propoſed as candidates Jor the premiums 
offered to thoſe who had brought up four or more children (born in 
wedlock) to the age of fourteen years without parochial relief. 

The committee, on account of the infant ſtate of the inſtitution, 

conſidered it to be inexpedient to require a certain quantum of work 
from the ſpinning and knitting candidates, to entitle them to pre- 
miums z they therefore contented themſelves with — ſuch re- 
gulations as might prevent impoſitions among the candidates, and 
| reſolved in general terms, that premiums in clothing not exceeding 
twenty ſhillings in value, nor leſs than five ſhillings, Gould be given 
to the moſt induſtrious ſpinning or knitting idate, according to 
their reſpective merits. They likewiſe reſolved that premiums in 
money, not exceeding two guineas, nor leſs than one guinea, ſhould 
be given to thoſe parents who had brought up four or more children 
to the age of fourteen years without parochial relief. In purſaanoe 
of theſe reſolutions, they diſtributed in premiums at their next mect- 
ing, on the 22d of January, 1796, the ſum of £.32 os. Gd. in mo- 
ney, among twenty-one parents; and to the amount of £.23 10s, in 
clothing, among thirty-one children, who were conſidered. as the 
moſt induſtrious of the fifty - two ſpinning and knitting candidates. 
On the 29th of January, 1796, and by adjournment on the 29th 
of February, a general meeting was held of the ſubſcribers to the 
aſſociation, when the committee reported the names of the ſuoceſsful 
candidates, and the amount of the premiums diſtributed to them, the 
total of which was C 55 10s. 6d. and they ſtated that a balance of 

C. 70 155, 5d. remained in the hands of the treaſurer. It was voted

The thanks of the ſociety were given to the chairman and the 
treaſurer for the zeal and attention which they had ſhewn in con- 
ducting the buſineſs of this inſtitation, and they, together with the 
members of the committee for the laſt year, were requeſted to con- 
tinue in their reſpective offices. The thanks of the ſociety were lixe- 
wiſe given tothe ſecretary ; and as the meetings of the committee wen 
frequently appointed on thoſe days, when Mr. Jeſſopp's engagements 

revented him from attending in perſon, his fon, Mr. John Symp- 
n Jeſſopp, was appointed ſecretary in his ſtead, It was reſolyed

The committee, at their next meeting, on the 11th of April, | 
»796, were of opinion, that the views of this inſtitution would be 
more effeQually promoted by giving immediate rewards, than by 
holding out remote and uncertain expectations, they therefore deter- 
mined that the reſolution which entitled ſucceſsful candidates to future 


 _  elaimsat going out to apprenticeſhip, *® or ſervice, or on being married, 


ſhould be reſcinded, and that greater rewards ſhould be given in the 
firſt inſtance. But that this determination ſhoald not affect the ſu- 
ture claims of thoſe who have already received one premium, ſo far 
as they may be entitled to make ſuch claims in conſequence thereof. 
It was further determined, in conſideration of the very high price of 
the neceſſaries of life, in the laſt, and preſent years, that claimants 
for the premiums for bringing up children without parochial relief, 
ſhould not be excluded from the premiums, on account of their having 
occafronally received relief during the years 1795 and 1796, ne 
it ſhould appear that ſuch relief was given merely on account of the 
high price of proviſions. And, that in diſtributing premiums to 
claimants of the above deſcription, ſuch perſons as are, and have 
been, for ſome time paſt, members of a legally eſlabliſned friendly ſo- 
ciety, ſhould be entitled to a larger premium than others who are not 
members of ſuch a ſociety, | | ; 

In order to promote emulation among the poor, it was reſolved to 
give to the ſucceſsful candidates, printed atteſtations + of their merits, 
and of the premiums given them by the ſociety, that the ſame might 
be hung up in their reſpective dwellings, | 

The committee having obſerved with pleaſure, the ſuperior 
comforts of thoſe families, where a ſpirit of induſtry had been ex- 
cited among the children; wiſhing at the ſame time to extend their 
encouragement and rewards to other modes of laudable exertion, as 
well as to ſpinning and knitting (as far as their fund will admit) re- 
folved to give premiums to ſuch children, according to their ages, 
who ſhall excel in the moſt uſeful kinds of plain needle work. The 
trial months for the preſent year were then fixed for November and 
December next. | 

On the 12th of September, the committee, after making enqui- 
ties into the ſtate of the ſchools in the different pariſhes, proceeded 

to take into conſideration to what amount premiums ſhould be offered 

to the induſtrious poor, and what qualifications ſhould be required 
to entitle candidates to receive the premiums of the ſociety.

That candidates for Jerſey Spinning in the firſt claſs, ſhall have

That candidates for premiums for Flax Spinning, ſhall have ſpun 

in the firſt claſs, not leſs than ten pounds of long flax from 16 to 20 
leas ; in the ſecond claſs, not leſs than ten pounds from 12 to 14 
on ; and in the third claſs, not leſs than eight pounds from 12 ts 
14 leas. .

to obtain the benefits of this inſtitution. 


On the day appointed for receiving the names of the candidates 
for premiums, after the truſtees had made their report, it appeared 
that there were twenty-five candidates for the premiums offered to 
parents who had brought up four or more children; fifty-nine can- 
didates for fpinning premiums ; eleven candidates for knitting pre- 
miums ; and thirteen candidates for premiums for the beſt ſpecimens 
of needle - work. The truſtees were requeſted to get fatisfattory in- 
formation of the merits of their reſpective candidates, previous to 
the diſtribution of the premiums, and to appoint proper perſons to 
inſpe& the work done out of the ſehools. With a view to encreiſe 


the number of individual ſubſcribers, and benefactors to this inſti- 


tution, the committee reſolved to print 2000 ſubſcription lifts with 
a ſhort addreſs to the heads of families, agreeably to a ſpecimen * 
produced at this meeting, and to circulate the ſame through the dif- 
ferent pariſhes in the Ongar, Harlow, and Waltham diviſions. 

On the 9th of January, 1797, the committee diſtributed their 
annual premiums for the year 1796, when £.37 5s 64. in money 
was given to twenty-one parents who had ſeverally . up four 
or more children to the age of 14 years without parochial relief; 
and clothing to the amount of C. 36 t5s. was given to thirty - ſeyen 
children who had produced the beſt ſpecimens of induſtry in ſpinning,
